WHITTAKER. 
A LARGE CROWD. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

New York, Feb, &—The same large 
throng which has been present at the court- 
martial of Cadet Whittaker since its first 
session witnessed the proceedings to-day 
with unabated interest. Maj.-Gen. Scho- 
field added to his testimony the statement 
that he had afforded Cadet Whittaker every 
opportunity of defending himself before the 
Court of Inquiry, and had suggested to his 
counsel points which should be brought out 
in the cadet’s defense, One of these was in 
reference to the note of warning, the hand- 
writing of which the witness. believed ex- 
perts would show to be a rather clever 
imitation of Whittaker’s than the natural 
penmanship of that cadet. The friends of 
the cadet say no effort was made to bring out 
this point until they interested themselves in 
his case. Gen, Schofield said, also, that 
HE WOULD HAVE BEEN MUCH CHAGRINED 
at seing Whittaker compelled to leave the 
Academy in disgrace, because of his own - 
ertions to retain him the year before, for the 
whole Academic Board were opposed to such 
a lenient course. Then again, he felt that 
the young man was under his special protee- 
tion, and he was therefore interested in him. 
As the witness was about to retire, 
ex-Gov. Chamberlain remarked that there 
was a single matter to which he would like 
to call his attention. “You have testified,” 
continued he, “that the completion of the 
examination of the cadets by the Court of 
Inquiry was the occasion of your issuing Gen- 
eral Order No. 14, Ihave a communication

The Conyo- 
cation of Canterbury meets to-day, and the 
revised New Testament will be submitted to 
that body for its approval. The book will 
probably be referred to a committee, which

ALL KINDS OF WEATHER. 
If there was ever a season when the weather 
became a lively and interesting topic of con- 


dition of the 4tmosphere has been constant 

ageressive. It has forced itself persistently 
and disagreeably upon the attention of every- 
body. Its resources in taking unexpected 
and offensive shapes seem to be inexhausti- 
ble. When it has not been horribly cold it 
has been disgustingly moist. When it has 
not been dangerously slippery it has been 
disagreeably slushy. It has varied only in 
kind and degree of nastiness, and has been 
consistent only in the inconvenience, dis- 
comfort, ill-health, and expense it has occa- 
sioned for everybody. From one section of 
the country there comes an account of in 
tense cold, with such fearful details as the 
finding of whole families that have been 
frozen to death. From other sections there are 
reports of vast floods. On the Pacific Coast, 
for instance, the rainfall has been unpre- 
cedented, and steamers are plying over the 
submerged plains of the Sacramento Valley 
to rescue people and stock from destruction. 
At the same time the thermometer registers 
25 and 26 degrees below zero in Michigan. 
New Orleans, which, like other Southern 
points, has been visited with colder weather 
this winter than usual, is now engaged in 
fighting storm and flood. While Chicago is 
thawing out, ice is reported at Long Branch 
to an extent that persons can walk outa 


versation, this winter has been one, naan 


couple of hundred yards into the sea. It was 


but a short time since that the Eastern cities 
were visited by disastrous storms, which are 
now making havoc among many of the West- 
ern and Southern cities. Chicago has been 
peculiarly fortunate so far in escaping these 
visitations, and possibly may trace its escape 
to its location on Lake Michigan, where the 
storms have ample scope for.expending their 
force. Had the storm which is prevailing in 
various sections of the country taken Chicago 
in its way a couple of days ago, the result 
would have been serious, for at that time the 
trees and telegraph wires were laden down 
with heavy icicles, as was the case in New 
York a week or more ago when so much 
damage was done. While escaping the storm 
Chicago may fairly hope as well to escape 
any flood, as the snow is going off gradually, 
and there has been and is less interruption to 
business here than in most of the large 
cities. In all parts of the country, however, 
there has been serious inconvenience to the 
railroads, steamers, and telegruphs, involv- 
ing losses and delays, and everywhere the 
weather has exerted a deleterious influence 
upon health. Perhaps Mother Shipton may 
have been in error when she located the de- 
struction of the world in the year 1881, but 
she certainly evinced remarkable foresight 
in selecting this particular season as contain- 
ing the elements of destruction. 


FRANCE AND GREECE. 

France has placed herself in a very singu- 
lar position relative to the Greek question, 
and is bringing down upon her devoted head 
not only the wrath of Greece for deserting 
her, but of the other European Bowers for 
her extraordinary vacillation. It will be re- 
membered that France appeared at the Ber- 
lin Congress as the special champion and 
advocate of Greece, not only demanding the 
admission of her representative, but stipu- 
lating that some provision should be made 
for her extension of frontier in the treaty. 
More than tliis, at the Conference last year 
she gave Greece her warmest support. More 
than this even, when the naval demonstra- 
tion was proposed to compel Turkey to cede 
the territory she had płomised to Montene- 
gro, France only consented to it upon con- 
dition that a similar demonstration should be 
made in behalf of Greece if Turkey declined 
to carry out the provisionsof the treaty. And 
yet, in the face of all this, the French Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs has just written a note 
setting forth that the right of absolutely re- 
fusing terms cannot be taken away from 
Turkey. 

in an article printed in Tue TRIBUNE a 
day or two since upon the condition of 
France it was stated upon the authority of a 
gentleman who had held various positions 
in that country that the one desire of the 
Government and the people was for peace 
and for the avoidance of foreign complica- 
tions. At first sight this would appear to 
have some bearing upon her sudden abandon- 
ment of the Greeks, but this disappears when 
itis considered that the joint action of the 
Powers is in the interests of peace, and that 
without their interference war between 
Greece and Turkey would be inevitable.

MR. STANLEY MATTEEWS’ CASE. 

According to Washington advices Stanley 
Matthews’ hope of confirmation as an As 
sociate Justice of the Supreme Bench rests 
upon the very unusual procedure of taking 
his case out of the hands of the Judiciary 
Committee and forcing action upon it in the 
absence of a Committee report. If this be so, 
Mr. Matthews’ friends may better urge the 
President to withdraw his name than to 
risk so desperate a fight as would follow 
such an effort. The Judiciary Committee is 
one of the strongest in the Senate. It em- 
braces Judge Thurman, Judge Edmunds, and 
Judge David Davis, who are conceded to be the 
ablest trio of lawyers in Congress. Aside 
from the respect and influence that these 
gentlemen command personally, they rep- 
resent severally the different factions of 
which the Senate is composed. They would 
be inclined in any case to resent and combat 
the discharge of their Committee from the 
consideration of an appointment to the Su- 
preme Bench, for it there is any Senatorial 
affair that properly belongs to that Commit- 
tee certainly it is the confirmation bf Su- 
preme Judges. If, as is understood to be 
the case, the majority of the Judiciary 
Committee are opposed to the con- 
firmation of Mr., Matthews, and choose to 
withhold any report on his case as the easiest 
way to dispose of it, then this would bean 
additional reason why the Committee should 
insist upon its rights. There can be little 
doubt that the Committee’s resistance would 
be successful, It is only in a case where 
sickness or unavoidable absence prevents a 
report which the Committee would otherwise 
make, or perhaps when a majority of the 
Senate agreeing politically with the Presi- 
dent could only in this way rescue an Ex- 
ecutive appointment from strangulation, that 
the Senate would be likely to take the excep- 
tional course of discharging a Committee of 
that body from the consideration of a matter 
clearly belonging to it. But neither of these 
contingencies exists in the present instance. 
Any motion to take Mr. Matthews’ case away 
from the Judiciary Committee will be debat- 
able, and if it shall assume that form Mr. 
Matthews may as well abandon all hope of 
confirmation. 

There are some curious circumstances at- 
tending the nomination of Mr. Matthews, and 
the effort tw secure his confirmation, which 
can scarcely add to the merits of his case. 
It is said that the President is related to Mr. 
Matthews by marriage, and this statement is 
not calculated to account in a creditable way 
for the breach of propriety in nominating 
him in spite of well-grounded protest, and to 
the neglect of States and circuits that 
clearly entitled to recognition before Ohio 
should receive any new places on the Su- 
preme Bench. The principal influence ex- 
erted in favor of Mr. Matthews is likewise 
based upon purely personal grounds. Mr. 
Henry Watterson has undertaken to sectre 
for him the support of the Southern Demo- 
ocratic Senators, and Mr. Watterson is 
said to be moved mainly by the fact 
that Stanley Matthews is his uncle or a near 
relative of some other grade. It will certain- 
ly be an anomaly for the Democrats in the 
Senate to show themselves particularly solic- 
itoug about the confirmation of a Republican 
nominated by a Republican President just as 
he is about to retire. The lobbying that is 
reported from Washington as going on in 
favor of Stanley Matthews resembles too 
closely the corporation methods to be of ad- 
vantage to his case in the eyes of the public, 
and especially as the chief objection to his 
confirmation is based upon his former advo- 
cacy of corporation interests as opposed to the 
Government interests.. Taking all these cir- 
cumstances together, it will certainly be very 
strange if Mr. Matthews’ friends can prevail 
upon the Senate to take away the jurisdic- 
tion of the Judiciary Committee over his case’ 
in order to bring about his confirmation.

Ir President Hayes has had his own salary 
paid to him monthly in advance, he has, through 
ignorance of the law it is presumed, violated 
one of the plainest provisions of the statutes. 
Sec. 3,648 of the Revised Statutes reads as fol- 
lows: 

No advance of public money shall be made in 
any case whatever. 

The facts in the case ate stated by the Wash- 
ington Republic to be, that the President called 
for his Mareh salary a few days after his in- 
auguration, for his April salary on the ist day 
of that month, and for his May salary May 1. 
The first two demands were honored, but when 
the third came the Treasury officials caused 
word to be.taken to the White House by a per- 
son of high rank that such payments were ille- 
gal. The resuit of this was that the President 
withdrew his demand for the payment of the 
third $4,166.66, but renewed it on the 15th of the 
month, and the salary has been ever since paid 
on that day, two weeks of it being in advance. 
The possible saving in interest through these 
payments amounts in the aggregate to $500. 
That the President has been thus hard pressed 
for money during his term of office is no re- 
flection upon him, but may be accepted as addi- 
tional proot of the fact, stated in Tun Trisune 
some weeks ago, that his pecuniary circum- 
stances were hot so flourishing as they have 
been reported to be. 


A Rome (N. T.) jury has sustained the Sen- 
tinel of that city, a leading Democratic paper, in 
a libel suit brought by Orlando Kinne, of For- 
ence, N. I., and the decision is hailed by the 
press of Central New York as a vindication of 
the freedom of the press. The Sentinel pub- 
lished a news item about Kinne, not knowing the

ITALY. 

CHSAR CANTU, THE HISTORIAN, DEAD. — 

Rome, Feb. 8&—Cesar Cantu, the cele- 
brated Italian historian, is dead. He was 
born at Brivio, near Milan, Sept. 5, 1805. 
When only 18 years old he became Professor 
of Literature in the College of Sondrio. He 
went from there to Como, and thence to 
Milan. He was a strong Liberal, and his 
Reflections on the History of Lombardy in 
the Seventeenth Century” caused the Aus- 
trian Government to imprison him for three 
years. During this period he wrote, in 1835, 
an historical romance entitled Margherita 
Pusterla.“ He also composed religious poems, 
two of Which, Algiso” and “ Letture Gio- 
vnnelli,“ passed through more than thirty 
editions. These and the articles which he 
contributed to various Milan publications 
made him famous throughout Italy. As a 
historian he belonged to the romantic school 
founded by Manzoni and Silvio Pellico. 
Among some of his more important works 
were the following: “Storia Universale,” 
translated into English, French, and Ger- 
man; “History of Italian Literature”; His- 
tory of the Last Hundred Years”; “ History 
of the lialians”; »Cronistoria della Inde- 
pendenza Italiana.”

FROM THE SEAT OF WAR: 

Authentic news of the Boer outbreak has 
at last arrived from Cape Town. Hostilities 
began on the 16th of December, when the 
Boers entered Potchefstroom in force. 
Potchefstroom is the largest town in the 
Transvaal territory, although not the official 
seat of Government. It has from 1,500 to 
2.000 inhabitants, and is pleasantly situated 
on a river called he Mooi,” or Fair River, 
which, unlike African rivers in general, is 
also full of water and runs level with its 
banks. The town is a long, straggling place, 
built after the good old dutch fashion, with 
hous es sanding apart in largé gardens of 
fruit-trees, well watered with running 
streams. Potchefstroom was garrisoned at 
the time of the outbreak by some 300 troops 
of her Majesty’s Twenty-first Regiment, in- 
cluding a small party of artillery, under the 
command of Col. Bellairs, C. B. On enter- 
ing the town the Boers proceeded to haul 
down the British flag, when, according to 
one account, they were remonstrated with, 
but persisted in their intention, when the 
Captain on duty drew his revolver and fired, 
wounding in the arm the man engaged in the 
act of hauling down the flag. Upon this the 
Boers fired a volley, killing and wounding 
several of the bys ers, who seem then 
to have retired to the Court-House, where 
they barricaded themselves and  stwod 
on the defensive. This party stood 
a siege of two days, but on the morning 
of the 18th, finding all hope of escape cut 
off and being without food ot water, and hav- 
ing lost Capt. Falls, Mr. Wood, and one sol- 
dier killed and two others wounded, and 
ha with difficulty prevented the Boers 
from firing the building, which had a thatch 
roof, they were compelled to surrender, 
and accordingly Maj. Ciarke, Commandant 
Raaf, and t others, including several 
officials and twenty soldiers, fell into the 
hands of the Boers. After effecting their 
purpose in this quarter the Boers senta 
summons to the fort, giving Col. Beillairs till 
4p. m. to surrender. The reply to this wasa 
cannonade from the troops, and the 
Boers immediately opened fire. On 
the h they kept up a con- 
tinued fire, and on the 2ist they made an as- 
sault with 1,000 men, which was repulsed 
with decided loss. In the attack they man- 
aged to secure some seventy horses and 
mules which had been driven out of the fort 
by Col. Bellairs to save provisions, Since 
this failure the Boers decided to closely in- 
vest the fort and starve out the garrison. 
The fort is described as being well able to re- 
sist a coup de main, and to be well supplied 
with water. To the above particulars,

DEFEAT OF THE NINETY-FOURTH. 

The disaster to the Ninety-fourth Rezgi- 
ment took place on the Loth of December, 
four days after the fighting began at Potchef- 
stroom. The most contflicti stories were 
circulated, and reports of r treachery 
were eagerly credited by those who endeav- 
ored to stir up strife. The account even of 
the messenger seems somewhat conflicting. 
The headquarters of the Ninety-fourth were 
ordered from Lydenberg to Pretoria to car- 
ry out a concentration of the British forces 
in preparation for the possibility of an out 
break. They had reached Bronker’s Spruit, 
about thirty-eight miles from that town, with 
a train of thirty-seven wagons. Aacording 
to Egerton’s (the wagon conductor) report, 
he was riding fifty yards ahead of the col- 
umn with the Colonel to fix on a site for the 
camp, when a sudden stoppage of the mili- 
2 band, which was playing, caused them 
to look around, and they then saw 150 Boers 
drawn up in skirmishing order 500 yards to 
the left of the column. The Colonel at once 
galloped back and ordered his men to close 
up. Egerton ab this was done, but later 
on he says that the rear-guard of twenty men 
was far ind, and was captured at once by 
the Boers. Probably the concentration was 
only possible as regards the main body, as 
the time would scarcely permit all the wag- 
ons to come up. The Boers then dispatched a 
mounted messenger, without arms, who de- 

to the Colonel a sealed letter, written 
in English, ordering him to halt and await a 
reply to a formal communication which had 
been made to Col, Lanyon to the following 
effect: “ We have the honor to inform you 
that the Government of the South African 
Republic have taken up their residence at 
Heidelberg; that a diplomatic Commissioner 
has been sent 14 — with dispatches to his 
Excelleney Sir W. Owen Lanyon; that until 
the arrival of his Excellency’s answer we 
don’t know whether we are in a state of war 
or not; that consequently we cannot allow 
any movement of troops-from your side, and 
wish you to stop where you are, we not 
being at war with her Majesty the Queen 
nor with the people of Engiand, who, we 
are sure, would be on our side if they were 
acquainted with the position, but only recov- 
ering the independente of our country. We 
do not wish to take up arms, and therefore 
inform you that any movement of troo 
from your side will be taken by us as a deela- 
ration of war, the responsibility whereof we 
put anon your shoulders, as we know what 
we will have to do in self-defense.” ‘This 
letter was by Mr. P. J. Joubert in be- 
half of the Triumvirate.

CONVICT LABOR. 


The Fight Over the Letting of the 
Labor of the Minnesota State Prison 
Growing Interesting-The Working- 
men Moving in the Matter. 

Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. Paul, Minn., Feb. 8.—The interest in the 
fight over the contract for State Prison labor 
lengthens, and the discussion has broadened un- 
til it embraces the whole question of the 
employment of labor, as well as several private 
interests and a public scandal.

STREET-CLEANING. 

The Mayor stated yesterday that a great deal 
of complaint had been made about the condition 
of the streets, and very justly, too. There were 
great piles of snow, which bad turned into rivers 
of slush. But during the past few weeks 
it had, snowed frequently, and the drifts 
had been too great for the city in 
its present condition, to clear them off. The 
best had been done that was possible. The 
openings to the catch-basins had been kept 
open, and 41 the Mayor issug@d an order 
to Commissioner Walier to bave 
thoroughly cleaned just as soon as 
All the regular street-laborers, pipe-extension 
men, and all hands that could be tained were 
employed yesterday in opening the cutters, 
clear ice from around catch-basins, etc. The 
Mayor is anxious that the Parisian system of 
cleaning streets and sidewalks shall be inaugu- 
rated here.

ANNAPOLTS, N. 8., Feb. 8.—Joseph N. Thi- 
bault, convicted of the murder of Charlotte 
Hill at the last Assizes, was hanged this morn- 
ing. During the last few days, at his own re- 
quest, nobody was allowed to see him except his 
spiritual adviser. He also desired to be blind- 
folded in bis cell and so led to the scaffold. All 
through the night little knots of persons might 
be seen collected together at street-corners, 
seeming rather to be expectant witnesses 
of disorder than to have disorderly in- 
tentions themselves. One or two attempts 
were made on the the jail dur- 
ing the night, but the Cofstables drove the 
attackers off. Towards daylight teams of every 
description began to pour ſuto town, and soon 
after 6 o’ciock the crowd began to gather in 
front of the jail inclosure. Several of the crowd, 
principally from the country, were 

INFLAMED WITH LIQUOR, 

and it became evident that the threatened de- 
struction of the fence would take place if a de- 


termined front was not shown by the Consta- | 
bles, about a dozen of whom were on duty. With 


shouts and yells the mob rusbed towards the 
fence. Clergymen, Constables, and citizens re- 
monstrated with,and entreated, and tried inevery 
way torestrain the now maddened throng, but 
row to no purpose. Huge beams were used as 
battering-rams, and, once an opening was made, 
poles and hands were used, and the whole front 
of the high, strong fence was in a few minutes 
torn down. Ruffians tore at the boards like ma- 
niacs, beating and trampling them underfoot 
with cries of rage. The scene was one of the 
most disgraceful ever seen. Wulle this 
WILD DISORDER 

was in progress outside, Thibault was liking 
slowly up and down his cell, striving to fortify 
himself that be might not quailin the presence 
of the awful doom which be was soon to meet. 
When the jail officers entered and took their 
last farewell of the doomed man he broke down 
and sobbed like a child. He had spent the night 
in prayer, only sleeping a few minutes, and he 
took no breakfast. A few minutes before 8 
o'clock the Sheriff and his Deputy, with a Con- 
s table, entered the cell, and Thibault's arms

His breath came and went in great gasps, while

read the death-warrant. Then the black cap 
was drawn down, the noose adjusted, and Thi- 
bault was gegtly pushed on to the drop, his face 
tothe wall.

ONTARIO AND WESTERN.

CLOSING THE BRIDGES. 
THEY CAN BE KEPT SHUT MORNING AND BVENING. 

City-Attorney Grinnell, being asked by Ald. 
T. N. Bond, who is a vessel man, as to the legal - 
ity of the city ordinance ordering the bridges to 
be closea each morning and evening for an 
hour and a half, until the rush of travel is over, 
has given him the following opinion: 

T. N. Bond, Eeq., Alderman Eleventh Ward— 
Dear Str: By your communication of 3d inst. 
you ask my opinion as to validity of proposed 
ordinance requiring bridges to be cloned from 6 
to 7:30 in the morning and from 5 to 7 in the 
evening. 

The charter gives the Council power to con- 
struct and keep in repair bridæes and to reruiate 
the use thereof, and “to make regulations in 
regard to tile — me gore ee, of by 

u and passing of bridges.“ You see t 
the * in the Council is sufficient. Next, had 
the Legislature the right to counter the power, or, 
as you put it, Is not the ordinance in conflict 

with the United States Marine laws? 

In my opinion the grant of the power above 
by the Lexislature is legitimate and constitu- 
tional, and not in conflict with any right or law. 
In 51 Ill., 267, 

THE SUPREME COURT 
say that the Chicago River “is not a navigable 
stream in the sense of the common law. No 
rivers, by common law, are deemed navigable 
above the ebb and flow of the tide. The stream 
above belongs to the riparian proprietors on each 
side of it to the centre, and the water and the 
bed ot the Chicago River are the property of the 
riparian owners, subject to an easement in the 
public for navigation.“ The fee of the streets 
being in the city, and the bridges being but the 
streets over the water, the fee of the river 
crossed by the bridges is likewise the city’s, sub- 
ject to the same easement. ‘* The power to build 
bridges being a necessary power and ex ¥ 
provided, the power to reguiate—p be the 
time and manner of vessels passing through the 
same—is a necessary incident of the power to 
erect them.” 
THE RIGHT OF NAVIGATION 
is not paramount, and is not of the most impor- 
tance to the public. Our Supreme Court de- 
clares the doctrine to be “ that conceding the 
right of the State to authorize the building of 
bridges over its navigable waters lying within 
its jurisdiction, such structure should be so 
e as tointerfere as little as possible with 
the right of free navigation.” Cousidering the 
immense river traffic, the number of vessels that 
arrive and depart, and also the vast number of 
people which pass and repass these bridges 
morning and evening, the traffic of wagons and 
teams incidentai to large manufactories, rail- 
rogds,an increasing commerce and a growing 
city, the only question left to answer is, 
Is THE TIME DESIGNATED 
in the ordinance for closing bridges in the morn- 
ing and evening to facilitate getting to and from 
business unreasonable? Is it too long? I think 
not. Under the Constitution and the relation 
of the State to the Nation this State has not 
surrendered its power and authority over its 
navigable rivers to render them useful for its do- 
mestic purposes. In the words of Judge Breese 
(speaking of the Chicago River), “bas any one 
ever supposed the facilities of intercourse and 
business afforded by these structures (bridges) 
should be of right subordinated to even the im- 
mense commerce which crowds the channel of 
the river and whitens, in the season of naviga- 
tion, its bosom with their canvas?’ I have 
#iven the above my reasons in full for thinki

The speaker of the evening was Mr. Kichard 
J. Pendergast, who eloquently described the 
history of Ireland under Eng! rule, and the 
many wrongs inflicted upon her suffering peo- 
ple. He believed it was fitting that America 
should extend its aid and sympathy to Ireland, 
for Ireland always sympathized with America. 
At the time of the Revolution, lreiand sent word 
across the Atiantic that her sons would not en- 
list to fight America, and England was obliged 
to hire Hessians to do her fighting. The root 
of all evil in Ireland is the Land laws, 
and it is to amend or abrogate these 
laws that the gallant few inthe House of Com- 
mons are struggling for. Home rule should be 
established. ireland was never so prosperous as 
during the few years when she had a parliament 
of her own,—from 1782 to 1400. Even then it was 
only partial home rule. It had been 
that the Irish people were incapabie of seif- 
government. The speaker thought it strange 
that a race capable of furnishing rulers eise- 
wkere should be wanting in that capacity at 
home. Ireland to-day furnished rulers for In- 
dia and Australia, and one of the greatest Pres- 
idents of America—Andrew Jackson—was but 
one degree removed from being born in Ireland.

STREET-CLEANING. 
THE MAYOR'S IDBA OF FLUSHING THE STREETS 
FROM THE HYDRANTS. 

The promised experiment in street-cleaning 
with the aid of hose and hydrants was made yes- 
terday evening. Between 7 and 8 o'clock a hose- 
cart started out and the first attachment was 
made at the hydrant on’ the corner of Clark and 
Monroe streets. There was great room for im- 
provement in both these thoroughfares,and their 
condition at the crossing was terrible. At the 
street-curb considerable snow was left, and 
upon it and the open street lay a coating of 
thick mud intersected by puddies of various 
depths. The hydrant stream did capital execution. 
It plowed into the snow, scattered the mud 
right and left. and carried them with it into the 
main sewer inlet. In a very few minutes the 
wooden pavenient, so long hidden from view, 
became apparent, and, after a quarter of an 
hour's wel!-directed pumping, the space common 
to both streets and a considerabie distance up 
and down each was thoroughly cleansed. 

An attempt was made to clean Clark street 
from Monroe to Madison, but this was found to 
be impracticabic, as the snow was too deep and 
solid to allow of the water runningoff and carry- 
ing with it the disturbed mud. At the corner of 
Adams and Clark good work was done, and dur- 
ing the evening several of the busiest corners in 
= commercial portion of the city were flushed 
clean. 

The work was looked upon as experimental 
and the results were considered to be quite 
favorable, and warranting a repetition after some 
means have been devised of utilizing the water 
power at points removed from the street cor- 
ners.

Ind. Addis’ Recital of Mer Relations with A ddis 
Given in Court Monday. 


Her Statement that Addis Proposed to Keep 
Her as His Mistress After Divorce. 


Svecial Disvatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Granp Raptps, Mich., Feb. 8.—In the Ad- 
dis case to-day the first witness called was J. 
H. Maze, editor of the Daily Leader here. 
He had heard and known of the Addis fam- 
ily since about 1856; knew them in Newaygo, 
where they lived for nearly ten years, and 
then in thiscity. He had written au editorial 
in which he asserted that Mrs. Addis 
was the victim of a conspiracy. He thought 
so from his knowledge of the family, as well 
as his knowledge of the first divoree case. 
He told of au incident to illustrate 

HIS IDEAS OF ADDIS’ CHARACTER, 

in which he said that on the 5th of February 
last he and Addis were going from here te 
White Cloud by rail. This was a week before 
the first trouble in the Addis family. Addis 
then boasted of his intrigues with women, 
and insinuated that he had more women to 
care for than he could please, and that he 
„had been in the woods,” and was so dis- 


eased that he could not visit his wife. He 


said she was unchaste, and advised Maze to 
have a liaison with her. 
TO ENCOURAGE MAZE 
he assured him that he knew of her un- 
chastity, and that he also knew of several in- 
stances of infidelity to him on her part. Maze 
considered it a horrible joke. In a later con- 
versation with Addis, after the divorce, Ad- 
dis again assured him that he knew that 
Mrs. Addis had committed adultery with 
several men, and he knew their hames. He 
did not name Blodgett, or Monroe, or Cum- 
mings, but did mention Maj. A. B. Watson, 
one of the most prominent residents of this 
city, as one. Maze did not believe the story, 
NOR DOES HE NOW BELIEVE IT, 
as he swears. The next witness was Mrs. 
Margaret M. Stephenson, formerly wife of 
the Hon. C. C. Stephenson, of Nevada, who 
was a ggiest at the Addis House from Novem- 
ber, 1879, until after the divorce and trouble 
the next March. Sheknew that Addis and 
his wife had serious trouble, and that Addis 
accused her of adultery, but she did not be- 
lieve the accusations true, and does not now. 
She did not throw much new light on the 
case. She told of the efforts of friends to 
settle the trouble, and had not finished her 
direct testimony when she left the witness- 
stand.

He corroborated the story 
of Addis wronging Mrs. William O. Sylvester, 
telegraphed to Tue Trreune. His story 
was precisely like Sylvester’s and J. M. Ken- 
nedy’s in every essential particular. As to 
the fact that Addis ravished Mrs. Sylvester 
the first time, and continued the illicit inter- 
course, he learned of it from Mrs. Sylvester’s 
confessions, and from settling the trouble be- 
tween Addis and Sylvester.

House Bill No. 50, authorizing the con- 
struction and maintainance of rock or gravel 
roads in counties under township organiza-

ECTION 1. Be t enacted, ete., That the Com- 
missioners ot Highways in the several towns of 
this State be and are hereby authorized to levy a 
tax on all the real and personal property in said 
town, not to exceed thirty cents on the $100, for 
the pu of constructing and maintaining 
rock and gravel roads only; and they shall give 
to the Supervisors of the township, and in 
Cook County to the County Board, a statement 
of the amount necessary to raised, 
and rate per cent of taxation, signed by said 
Commissioners, or a majority of them, on or be-

A CURIOUS CANAL BILL. 
WHAT DOES IT MEAN? 

Sprina@FicLp, III., Feb. 7%.—Mr. Chat- 
field, of Cass, introduced to-day a bill 
for an act concerning unsold canal lands 
and the disposition thereof. It provides 
that the Commissioners of the II 
nols & Michigan Canal shall sell and convey 
any canal lands or lots now owned by the 
State, other than those connected with 
water-power upon the canal, and the ninety 
feet strip along the canal, and the property 
formerly convected with the hydraulic 
works in Chicago. Such sales to be made in 
the manner followed by the Canal Trustees. 
The second section says: 

The said Commissioners shall have power and 
authority to take all necessary p i on 
behalt of the State to establieh the titte of the 
State and recover possession of any such lands 
or lots owned by the State, which may be claimed 
by, or be in adverse possession of, any person or 
party, and, when necessary for that purpose, to 
cause appropriate suits, in the name of the

The third section says ‘that the proceeds of 
such sales, after payment of expenses, shall 
de paid into the State Treasury and be known 
as the Canal Fund.“ The fourth section

POWERS OF A CORPORATION. 
The case of J. M. Millard vs. The St. Francis 
Xavier Female Academy, decided yesterday by 
the Appellate Court, involved the question 
whetber the Academy could give a judgment 


note. It had given a note, secured by 
trust deed, to secure a loan otf $31,000. 
All but a small sum had been paid 


by sale of the mortgaged property, and 
for the remainder, Millard, into whose hands 
the note bad come, entered up judgment for the 
balance due, with 8100 attorney's fees, making 
$674.67 in all. A motion to set aside this judg- 
ment was afterwards made on the principal 
grounds that the institution had no power to 
give such a note, and that the balance due, if 
any, had been released by the compiainant. 
Held by Judge Bailey that though its charter 
did not in terms give the instétution avy power 
to execute notes, yet as it nad power to con- 
tract debts, to purchase real estate, etc., it was 
reasonabie to inferit would execute notes to 
secure debts, or evidence deferred payments. 
The churter did not prohibit the execution of 
negotiable paper, and where there was no such 
prohibition a corporation might execute such 
paper for a debt contracted in the course of its 
proper business. The right of a corporation in 
xoneral to give a uote, bond, or other engage- 
ment to puy a debt, was so nearly identical or 
inseparably connected with the right to con- 
tract the debt that nodoubt on question 
ought to be admitted. No question was better 
settled than that a corporation not prohibited by 
law from doing so, and without any express 
power in its charter for that purpose, might 
make a negotiable issory note payable 
either at a future day or on demand, when such 
note was given for any of the legitimate pur-

APPELLATE COURT JURISDICTION. 

In the case of Eger vs. Russell the question 
was raised as to the jurisdiction of the Appel- 
inte Court on appeal from the Probate Court in 
a proceeding of the application of edminvistra- 
tors for leave to sell real estate, this being one 
of the exceptions where appeals do not lie to 
the Circuit Courts. The Court beld that there 
was no right given under the eighth section 6f 
the act of June 2, 1877, establishing Appellate 
Courts. But the same day that act was passed 
the sixty-seventh section of the Probate act 
was amended so as to provide that appeais from 
and write of error to Circuit Courts, Superior 
Courts, County Courts, and City Courts. and 
from all other courts from which appeals and 


be taken to the Appellate Courts from 
all final judgments, orders, decrees,” etc. 
Thatamendment gave Appellate Courts juris- 
diction. Nor was it taken away by the excep- 
tion to the eighty-@tghth section, that failed to 
enumerate Appeliate Courts among those to 
which appeais from Probate Courts would lie, 
but it did not deny that appeals could be taken 
thereto. The motion to dismiss the appeal for 
want of jurisdiction must therefore be disal- 
lowed. 
— 
AFFIRMED. 

The Appellate Court also affirmed the decree 
of Judge Tuley in the case of the Benedictine 
Fathers against Potter Palmer. This was a bill 
to compel Palmer to purchase a tract of land on 
the North Side owned by complainants, which 
had formerly been chureh property. Judge 
Tuley held that the complainanis could not give 
a good marketable title, and therefore Palmer 
could not be compelled to carry out his contract 
to buy it. The bill was dismissed for want of 
equity, and the Appeilate Court affirmed the de-

In the absence of the Ridgeways the Court 
called up the case against Joseph Barnett and 
Isaac Bernstein, grocers, of No. 1707 State stroet. 

The firgt witness for the prosecution, which 
was cond@cted by Mr. Wright, was 

MR. K. T. HOWE, 
the agent for the butter-dealers in the prosecu- 
tion of the adulterators, who stated that he vis- 
ited the store of the defendants Jan. 12 last, and 
asked whether they kept butter. Bernstein told 
bim that they had some very fine roll butter for 
23 cents per pound. He saw that it was adulter- 
ated butter. purchased a roll of it, and marked 
it with a letter A. Witness produced a parce! in 
court so marked asa portion of that which he had 
purchased. The butter wasin a haif-barrel upon 
which he could see no writing. The barrel 
was in a dark part of the store. Witness took 
the butter down town, and gave a portion of it 
to Prof. G. A. Mariner, a chemist. 

The prosecution elicited the fact that the wit- 
ness bad been eight years in the butter business, 
and knew adulterated butter when he tested it. 

This testimony was objected to by Mr. Stuck- 
pole, for the defense, who asked what the prose- 
—— were secking to get at. The Court also 
as : 

Do you propose to prove the adulteration of 
this butter by an opinion?” 

“No,” counsel for the prosecution answered, 
“jl only want to prove that be is an expert, able 
to tell whether the butter was adulterated or 
not. The chemist will then tell the extent to 
which it is adulterated.“ 

In cross-examination witness stated that the 
defendant did not tell bim that the butter in the 
half-barre!l was all the roll-butter he had. Wit- 
ness had not taken up the tub or turned it 
round, Twenty-three cents per pound was not 
the market price at that time of the best butter, 
which was worth 3) cents or over. Koll® butter 
was then selling at % cents. Witness did not see 
the word “ butterine” on the barrel. 

F. O. Cooke,,an OVerexcitable young man 
who was with Mr. Howe when he purchased the 
adulterated butter from the defendant, cor- 
roborated the testi „ and said, further that 
while Mr. Howe was ing with Bernsteia he 
examined the haltf- ö fining the alleged 
butter very carefully, and found no marks upon 
it. The word suine, butterine, or ocleomargarine 
was not used by the defendant in his conversa- 
tion with Mr. Howe. 

In cross-examination witness said that the 
haif-barrel was standing up against the wall, 
and that he took special pains to go as far round 
it as he could in search for marks upon it. There 
was no mark on it that any one could see as it 
then stood. Witness and Mr. Howe took the 
butter to No. 201 South Water street and placed 
it in a receptacle in the back office, where it re- 
mained about a couple of weeks-before it was 
taken to Prof. Mariner's. 

. PROF. MARINER 
stated that he was an analytical chemist. About 
Jan. % he was called upon by the previous wit- 
nesses to examine five marked parcels of butter 
which they brought with them. He analyzed 
the package marked letter A, and found that *. 
contained 40 per cent of hog product, the re- 
maining 60 per cent being butter. 

In cross-examination the witness declined to 
make known the nature of the process by which 
he separated the lard from the butter. Being 
pressed for information, he stated that the dif- 
ference between butter and hog product as 
show by microscopic examination was that the 
butter crystals were of polygoval form, while 
those in the hog product were radiated like a 
star. He declined to tell, however, how the sep- 
aration was effected.
